The disease, or abnormal condition, of the respiratory organs of the 
horse designated by the above heudlug. i« oue iu which there are cer¬ 
tain peculiar sounds emitted during increased respiration, the qimut ty 
as well ns the rapidity with which tne air U inspired being greatly in¬ 
creased by am active exercise. We all know that the sound produced 
by uir being'forced through a tube depends in quality Hie note 
produced upou the length and size of the tube, so it is with the rt ^l»ir- 
utory apparatus of the hor^e. The tube lending to the lungs is wum- 
elently large, when iu its normal condition, lo admit all the air that tin* 
animal requires under all circumstances, but when, from some cause or 
other, it becomes diminished in size or altered In form there are gener¬ 
ally sounds produced differing in quality, which has led to the several 
names used to express the various degrees lo which the lesion has at¬ 
tained. vi/.: roaring, wbee/.lug. whittling, etc. They are names admir¬ 
ably adapted to express the sounds, but are totully unable to assist us 
iu locating the cause of it. _ ..

Gheat Turf Swindling Case.— One of the greatest caaes of swind¬ 
ling iu connection with the turf that has ever been perpetrated has just 
been unearthed In Loudon. It began with the Issuing of a newspaper 
called The Sport , controlled and edited by a Mr. Montgomery, purport¬ 
ing to be the leading sporting paper In England. The paper announced 
that Mr. Montgomery would execute commissions lo tbe way of belting 
ou turf events, and wae forwarded to a number of persous abroad, who, 
reading a very plausable tale about the difficulties this gentleman i*) 
had in executing all tbe ordure that were pouring in upon him. accepted 
the deductions drawn by the cunning coucocter of the story. Commis¬ 
sions were entrusted to him from all quarters, and for a time he carried 
on a flourishing business; but tbe book-makers grew jealous of bis suc¬ 
cess. aod determined to circumvent him lu hie bettiug operations. Act¬ 
ing 111 combination, they gave him )e*B than tbe market odds. Other 
means were adopted to ruu him off the market, but the wary schemer 
met their opposition by establishing agencies iu Paris aud other conti¬ 
nental cities. Gentlemen, and even ladies, were solicited to become 
his confidential agents; fortunes were to be realized In tbe enterprise. 
This was followed by letters from Montgomery to various parties, stat¬ 
ing that he was carrying out the plan foreshadowed In The Sport, and 
giving elaborate calculations as to the suras certain to be won. Iu sev¬ 
eral case* the bait was swullowed whole and a correspondence eusued. 

A lady resident In Paris entrusted him with £10,000. His 
plan of operations was as follows: Checks on a fictitious bunk were 
got up in the best style, and sent to those who bad agreed to act, the 
instructions being that the checks should be remitted to a certain 
bookmaker in Loudon, who would give long odds on the horse named. 

In the case of the Countess-, so satisfied was she of the good faith 

of Mr. Montgomery aud the geuuiDeuness of tbe plan, that she sent 
£1,0 -0 of her own money to be invested In the scheme. Other letters 
followed, until at last securities of the value of more than £9.000 were 
dispatched to London for the same purpose. Without much difficulty 
the securities were disposed of, and with £10.000 in Bunk of Eugland 
notes the thieves succeeded in getting as far as Glasgow, where they 
exchanged the notes for a letter of credit on a branch bank in Greenock, 
and ultimately got off with the eutire sura In £100 Scotch notes. The 
plan was worked out. with great ingenuity, the chain being perfect In 
every link, and even to the last act the perpetrators of this bold swindle 
seem to have left no stone unturned to escape detection. The various 
arts to which they had recourse—the prlutingof the paper, the fictitious 
checks, the letters writleu in faultless and Idoinatic French—every¬ 
thing seems lo have beeu doue with a care and precision worthy of a 
better cause. Up to the present time the police authorities have not 
succeeded in apprehending any of the four men who are known to have 
been confederates iu the scheme. 

Death of another English Sfortsman.—' This year baa been very 
fatal to the prominent English turfites of the old, aud we believe, right 
sort. Col. Town ley is the last victim aud his deajh was aa sudden as 
that of the Karl of Lonsdale, or eveu more so, for he retired In perfect 
health ou the eveulng of November 3d, aud was fouud dead lu his 
dressing room the next morning. It is supposed that death resulted 
from an epileptic fit, to which he had be c u for some time subject. The 
deceased sportsman was iu Uia 73d year, and was a member of the 
Church of Rome, He was au accomplished and well instructed 
gentlemen and was aKellow of tbe Royal Society and also 
Fellow of the Society of Artists. lie was also an able politician. Be¬ 
sides his social and political pursuits he was an authority in agricul 
turai matters and became eminent as a breeder of short horns. But the 
poiut of his pursuits which interest us aa •sportsmen was his connection 
with the tarf as a breeder and owner of race horses. At first he 
had no great success, but after he became confederated 
with Mr. Eastwood, of NVhltewell, he began his signal 
successes by winning tbe much prized Hunt cup (oue mile) at 
Ascot ilk 1858 with Hcsperilhusa, tbe dam or Uesper now running so 
well, beating a large field and landing a heavy stake in bets. From 
this time many valuable prizes aud handicaps were won by the stable 
but the next great event was in i 860 when Butterfly with Snowden up 
won the Oaks from a fair field. Butterfly waa only beaten a head by 
Rupee for the Ascot cup; the same fortune was tier's in Ihe North 
nmberlaud Plate, and with the half-bred Doefoot the Liverpool July 
cup wae won. But In 1861 was the crowulng glory, for ihe despised 
outsider Kettle-drum won the Derby beating Duudee Diophan- 
tus and others. Diopbontus having won the Two Tboueaud Guineas. 
Owing to the hardness or the ground that year at Mlddlcham. the train 
lug quarters of the stable, Kettle-drum got but an indifferent prepara 
llou for the St. Legerand wasdefeated by that great good mare Caller-Ou. 
Hut two days subsequently he made a dead neat for the Doucastercup 
with the Oaks vlctrix. Brown Duchess, In 1862 the Oaks was only 
snatched from tbe stable by Foude Joie by half a length. As a breeder 
he was not successful iu rai-iug winners and on the death of Mr. East- 
wood Ihe stud was broken up. As a buyer of colls that took his fancy 
he wae one of Ihe boldest and pluckiest. Altogether he was a sports¬ 
man of u kind that the world of spurt can ill afford lo lose. 

Racing at Avetib, Nbv. -Ou Now 19th, there was a well contested 
race run over the Davis* Track, Reese River. The following entries 
were made: J. 11. Kent enters gray stallion Buudle-aod-Go, by Norfolk, 
dam Yeuus; William Watson eutera Vulcan, by Doc Lindsey, dam 
Idaho; Lewis Cryer enters sorrel gelding Emigrant, by Adam’s Glower, 
dam l’erjectiod. Tbis race was one half mile and repeat. About 12 
o'clock parties in buggies, rockaways aud other vehicles, besides 
numner of citizens on horseback, commenced coming ou the track 
to witness the day's sport. There was quite a congregation of ranchers 
from the valley, and when pool selling opened a lively scene ensued. At 
first Bundle and Go was the favorite in tbe pools, but soon after Emi¬ 
grant took the lead, and some large pools were sold ou ibis famous 
horse. Never was there a time on this track wheu pools sold ns rapidly 
as they did yesterday. Everyone seemed to be "flush,*’ and eager to 
back bis opinion as to which horse would come ont first. After luuch 
eon the crowd repaired to the track, aud the preliminaries being ar¬ 
ranged the horses were called out to get ready for tbe race. Tbe first heat 
was easily won by "Emigrant ’ In M* seconds. The crowd now be 
came very excited and betting became more and more active. Before 
the horses were ready to start ou the secoud heat Mr. Trask, the 
owner of •‘Emigrant,* 1 was willing to bet that one of tne two other 
heroes would wlu that heal, but by some mishap "Bundle and Go" 
started on a gallop, and bis jockey, laboring under tbe ides that tbe 
tad spoken the word "Go,** kept his horse at full speed until he
